received, delivered 
with a 
grave air of finality. 
I tried to argue 
the matter aud suggested that anxiety 
about the war had something to do 
with It. 
But I was informed that the 
"season" closed on a certain day and 
that after that day the Athenians gave 
up going to Phn lorn in.—Robert Filch

Ro great was the number of such 
houses and so badly were they put up 
In ancient Rome that in Cli A. D. the 
Emperor <»tho, who was then marching 
against Vitellius. found his way barred 
for twenty mi ins by tile ruins of build­ 
ings that had been undermined by an 
inundation. The spontaneous collapse 
of tenement houses w as so common an 
occurrence that little attention was 
paid to it 
The tenants of these houses have 
been desc ribed by a writer of the time 
as fearing to be burled or burned 
olive. Companies existed for the pur­ 
pose 
of 
propping 
and 
sustaining 
bouses, 
In comparison with the tenements of 
most modern cities, those of Rome 
were excessively high. Martial alludes 
to a poor man. a neighbor, who had to 
mount ‘JOO steps to reach his garret 
That garret must have been perched 
nearly IOO feet above the level of the 
street. 
It is possible that Martial exaggerat­ 
ed, but it Is certain that Augustus, to 
make less frequent the occurrence of 
disasters, limited the height of new 
houses that opened upon the streets to 
about sixt.v-eight feet. 
As this wa* a 
remedial regulation aud referred only 
to new houses fronting on the street. 
It follows that some houses must have 
exceed cfi that height. 
This, moreover, was Irrespective of 
tho breadth of the street In Berlin the 
medium width of the streets is twenty- 
two meters, and In I‘a ria the narrow­ 
est streets are nearly eight meters 
wide, while tho streets of Kome ex­ 
tended only five or six meters, and on 
these narrow streets tho tall bouses 
were built. Light and air must have 
had some difficulty in penetrating those 
narrow, walled in passages.

What 
assurance is there, not only that the 
reports of the Associated Press are 
honest, but that out of the necessities 
of the case, they must be more cer­ 
tain of accuracy than any other m a r­ 
ket reports?
